In numbered paragraph 3 of the Office Action mailed November 24, 
claims 3, 5-7, 14, and 15 were "still orAy objected to/' In the previous office action 
mailed July 1, 2003, claims 3, 5-7, 14, and 15 were indicated to be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. 

Applicants have amended allowable claims 3, 5, and 14 so that they 
appear in independent form and include all of the limitations of the base claims. 
Applicants believe that amended independent claims 3, 5, and 14 are now in 
condition for allowance. 

Applicants have amended claim 4 to depend from allowable claim 3 as 
amended to appear in independent form. Applicants have amended claim 6 to 
depend from allowable claim 5. Applicants have amended claim 15 to depend 
from allowable claim 14. Applicants believe that amended dependent claims 4, 6, 
and 15 are now in condition for allowance because they depend from allowable 
claims. 

Applicants have cancelled all of the other claims.
